Illustrious Sputnik made its most witnessed 
flight over Lower Bucks this morning as early m orn­ 
ing risers saw the Russian satellite as “ a streaking 
star.” 


Shortly after 6 o'clock this morning the baby 
moon came into view almost exactly on schedule. 


Frank Conca, 1528 Wilson Ave., Bristol who 
works at the Levittown Water Works .said “ it look­ 
ed just like any star. It lasted about six minutes.” 


Peter J. Lukazow, l.‘»0 Delaware Ave., Morris­ 
ville, said Hic satellite came directly in the path of 
the North Star. 


Alfred Beck, 25 Cactus Road, Cobalt Ridge, 
Levittown, said he saw the satellite coming up at a 
45 degree angle to the horizon. “ After it reached 
its zenith it was fading fast. By the time my wife got 
to the window it was gone,” he said. 


Mrs* Margie Kent, l l Kentucky Lane, Ken­ 
wood, Levittown, saw it as a round ball. “ It was 
bright and clear to the naked eye,” she said. Many 
other persons called the Courier and Times describ­ 
ing the flight of the satellite. 


Eleven-vear-old Randy Hutchinson, 22 Canna 
Road, Cobalt Ridge, Levittown, saw it last night 
and described it as “a silver speck that lasted about 
30 seconds and faded. It came from one end of the 
horizon to the other.”
